station needs repairs 


A crucial sewage-pumping station In 


danger of breakdown "anytime" is in 
need of $23,000 in emergency" repairs, 
according to a report submitted to 
Elk Grove Village officials. 


The Kldgc Avenue lift station, which 


serves SO per cent of the residential 
area of the village, should be shut 
down Immediately and repaired by 
village crews, Donald Clnglla, direc- 
tor of public works and engineering, 
said In the report. 


Peter Kalcta, staff engineer, said 


"There Is no other means of moving 


the sewage or bypassing the station in 
the event its pumps fall." 


A LIFT STATION Is needed to car- 


ry sewage from homes to Interceptor 
lines and sewage-treatment plants es- 
pecially where residential areas are 
on lower ground than the interceptor 
lines. 


"In the event the Ridge station 


pumps failed, It would be flooded and 
become Inoperable," Kalcta said. 


"This would mean immediate sew- 


ago backup in homes, but the sewage 
would slowly begin to fill service

A?o., and Is expected to vote during 
tho regular board meeting, which 
follows at 8 p.m.

recommended several months ago by 
Mark Lovcjoy and Associates Con- 
sultants and are part of an estimated 
$142,000 In repairs and overhauling 
the firm recommended be under- 
taken in the coming year. 


4Keep trash 
cans covered 
to deter rats' 


The Elk Grovo Village health coor- 


dinator has called on residents and 
businessmen to keep refuse containers 
covered to deter rodents. 


Nancy Ylannlas, the health coor- 


dinator, said her office has received 
several coitiplalnts from residents 
who report their neighbors are leav- 
ing uncovered garbage outside for 
pickup. 


"Besides attracting rats or other 


animals the uncovered garbage some- 
times Is blown about by the wind and 
Is quite unsightly," she said. 


Uncovered garbage is punishable by 


a ticket and a fine up to $25. 


MRS. YIANNIAS said a village or- 


dinance prohibits refuse from being 
kept hi open containers. Refuse must 
be contained in closed special paper 
garbage bags, plastic garbage bags or 
In garbage cans with tight-fitting lids. 


Mrs. Ylannias stressed that the vil- 


lage Is not experiencing a large num- 
ber of rodent complaints. "We re- 
ceived and verified two rat com- 
plaints throughout the lost 12-month pc 
rlod," sho said. In one instance a rat 
was found in a kitchen cabinet and in 
the other case there was a nest of rats 
under a shed floor.

Mayaguez officer, Mount Prospect resident, 
misses capture while awaiting birth of child

Capt. John Hill of the U S. Mer- 


chant Marine sat in his living 
room in Mount Prospect and said 
the United States should take Im- 
mediate and strong government 
action to free his ship from the 
Cambodian government. 


Hill, 30, of 115 Stevenson Ln., a 


10-year Merchant Marine veteran, 
would have been aboard his cap- 
tured vessel in the Gulf of Thai- 
land were it not for the imminent 
birth of his child. Instead of being 
a prisoner in Kampong Som, 
Cambodia, Hill last night was at- 
tending 
birth-technique 
classes 


with his wife. 


It was a sour joke come true for 


the 40 officers and men of the cap- 
tured Mayaguez, Hill said. 


"We should go In there with 


three Marine divisions and 100 
B-S2S to get them out. We should 
set a deadline of a day or two to 
have them bring the ship to a 
point on the high seas for a ren- 
dezvous. If they don't, we should 
go in there and get them," Hill 
said. 


HILL SAILED with the May- 


aguez since late February. The 
ship, he said, makes shuttle runs 
throughout the Orient. Until the 
recent fall, it had a port of call In 
Saigon. 


"It used to be kind of a running 


joke among us when wo were go- 
ing up the Saigon River. What if 
we got captured — how would we 
like being in the Hanoi Hilton. 
What would the food be like, and 
so on. Now it's ironic," he said.

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) -An 


unarmed American merchant vessel 
reported Monday It had been seized 
under fire by a Cambodian naval ves- 
sel. President Ford termed It "an act 
of piracy" and warned of "serious 
consequences" unless the ship is 
promptly released. 


Announcement of the incident came 


from White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen, who said the container 
ship Mayaguez had been fired on, 
soiled on the high seas and taken into 
the Cambodian port of Kompongsom 
along with its American crew. 


There were immediate demands 


from some members of Congress that 
the administration take quick action 
to assure release of the ship and 
crew. A State Dept. spokesman said 
"we are taking Immediate steps" 
along that line, but declined to elabo- 
rate. 


Pentagon sources, however, said 


the aircraft carrier Coral Sea and 
several other ships were ordered to 
sail for the Gulf of Thailand, where 
the seizure occurred. 


They said the ship movements did 


not mean the United States decided to 
use force — that It Is standard proce- 
dure to send ships to a trouble spot so

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Sex revolution an 'adult fantasy9?

Tho turbulence of tho 1060s bad 


little effect on the "normal" up- 
bringing of an American teen-ager, 
two researchers reported Monday. 


They said their clRht-ycnr study of 


tho behavior of fit male adolescents 
also Indicated tho so-called sexual 
revolution is mostly "adult-fantasy" 
— nt least among teen-age boys. 


Dr. Daniel Offer and his wife Judith 


concluded that the generation raised 
In typical suburban households during 
tho upheaval of tho 1060s turned out 
much like tho one before It and has no 
mora "social conscience." 


"Society gets tho kinds of adoles- 


cents It expects and deserves," said 
Offer, chairman of tho psychiatry de- 
partment at Michael Reese Medical 
Center. 


"If society wants to Improve certain 


things, such as helping minorities and 


women, they can't wait for the young 
to do It. They'll havo to do It them- 
selves. The young will just do what 
their parents do." 


THE OKFER8 SAID they hoped to 


study the "mainstream — tho silent 
majority" around which other adoles- 
cents' attitudes arc shaped. 


They used tests to single out "nor- 


mal" young men and studied them 
from the time they were freshmen at 
two suburban Chicago high schools in 
1D62 until four years after graduation. 


They Interview cd each member of 


tho study group three times a year for 
eight years, as well as tho youths' 
parents. 


Mrs. Offer said It Is commonly be- 


lieved that adolescence Is a "tu- 
multuous" period for nil youths,-but 
those studied grew in at least three 
different patterns: 


• Twenty-three per cent grew "con- 


tinuously," growth that was charac- 
terized by open communication be- 
tween parent and child and self .con- 
tentment. 


• Thirty-five per cent experienced 


"surgent" growth, characterized by 
periods of progression and regression. 


• Twenty-one per cent experienced 


"tumultuous" growth and were trou- 
bled by overt behavioral problems. 


"We don't believe adolescence has 


to bo tumultuous," she said. "If an 
individual Is having trouble In adoles- 
cence, that's an Individual likely to 
have trouble throughout life." 


Most of the youths expressed anx- 


iety about sex, but few were experi- 
enced. 


In tho third year of high school, 10 


per cent said they had experienced 
sexual intercourse. Three years after 


leaving high school, 30 per cent said 
they had had intercourse. 


"THERE IS NO sexual revolution," 


Offer said. "Sure, people talk more 
openly about it today. But these kids 
were scared of progressing with sex 
too fast." 


Mrs. Offer added, "They were 


afraid of tho emotional commitment 
they would have to make if they went 
with a girl. Most asked the question: 
'Gee, what are tho other kids doing?' 
They wanted to know if they were be- 
hind the other kids. It's more adult 
fantasy that thinks all of these things 
are going on." 


The study was financed by grants 


totalling about $250,000 from the Na- 
tional Institute of Mental Health. The 
Offers, who will release the results in 
a book June 27, said they plan to 
study the same group of men for sev- 
eral more years.

Lloyd Bucher, whose spy 
ship Pueblo was seized by the North 
Koreans in 1068. "Our reaction has to 
be positive and swift," he said. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., coun- 


seled patience but did not rule out the 
.eventual need for force. 


Pentagon officials declined to say 


what If any alternative actions they 
were considering, although spokesmen 
Indicated tho primary effort would be 
aimed at release of the crow. 


The Pentagon declined to say 


whether any U.S. Navy ships were in 


the Gulf of Thailand. The U.S. 7th 
Fleet, considerably above normal 
strength because of the evacuation 
from South Vietnam, is in the Pacific 
but its location was not disclosed. 


The seizure evoked memories of 


both the capture of the American in- 
telligence ship USS Pueblo In 1968 and 
the international incident in the Gulf 
of Tonkin in 1964 when North Viet- 


namese patrol boats reportedly fired 
on two U.S. Navy destroyers, the USS 
Maddox and the USS Turner Joy. 


The 
Gulf 
of Tonkin incident 


prompted President Lyndon B. John- 
son to order the bombing of oil stor- 
age facilities in Haiphong, an act 
which sharply escalated U.S. military 
involvement in Vietnam. 


The Pueblo and its 83 crewmcmbcrs 


were seized by North Korea Jan. 23, 
1968, an act which Sec. of State Dean 
Rusk described as "in the category of 
actions to be construed as an act of 
war." 


Johnson reacted to the Pueblo cap- 


ture by ordering a call up of 14,787 
Air Force and Navy Reserves to ac- 
tive duty and bolstered naval and air 
strength around Korea. 


No massive domestic CIA spying 
uncovered in panel's probe: Dillon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The vice 


chairman of the Rockefeller commis- 
sion said Monday it was his opinion 
that with "one or two major ex- 
ceptions," the CIA never engaged in 
massive domestic spying. 


C. Douglas Dillon, talking with re- 


porters as the commission completed 
its 18-week investigation of the CIA, 
said the inquiry had uncovered "no 
major surprises" beyond original pub- 
lished reports lost December that the 
agency was involved in wiretapping 
and opening of mail from private citi- 
zens. 


Dillon said the commission thor- 


oughly investigated allegations the 
CIA was Involved in plots to assassi- 
nate foreign leaders, and centered on 
such reports Involving Cuban Premier 
Fidel Castro. He did not divulge the 
commission's findings. 


The former 
Treasury secretary, 


second-ranking member of the special 
presidential commission headed by 
Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
said the commission probably would 
not shed any new light on the assassi- 


nation of President John F. Kennedy. 


"Was there any indication of mas- 


sive lawbreaklng — domestic spying 
by the CIA?" Dillon was asked. 


"Not In my opinion," he replied, 


"My own personal opinion, which is 
not necessarily that of the commis- 
sion, Is that with one or two rather 
major exceptions, everything that was 
done was rather peripheral and con- 
nected in one way or another with tho 
legitimate work of the agency ..." 


Dillon said he was surprised by in- 


itial reports that the CIA had engaged 


in illegal activity. Exccot for more 
details, he said, "We didn't dig up 
anything that wasn't there in news- 
paper reports that surprised me." 


He said in some cases, the original 


reports were exaggerated. And he 
said he had "no knowledge" of re- 
ports that Lee Harvey Oswald assassi- 
nated Kennedy In retaliation for an 
unsuccessful CIA plot against Castro. 


The commission will spend the next 


three weeks writing a final report 
which will be given to President Ford 
June 6.

Israeli troops raid in Lebanon, take B hostages

Israeli troops rnlded suspected Arab 


Guerrilla strongholds In southern 
Lebanon for the first time In four 
months and seized five hostages in an 
overnight operation, tho military high 
command sold In Tel Aviv Monday. 


A Lebanese military spokesman In 


Beirut said that In addition to the land 
raid, on Israeli warship entered Leba- 
nese territorial waters but was driven 
off by Lebanese army fire. 


Tho Beirut spokesman said tho raid- 


ing Israeli force of about 100 soldiers 
"blew up a restaurant and kidnaped 
six persons but later released one of 
them." One of the hostages was iden- 
tified as a member of the Lebanese 
Communist party polltiburo. Another' 
was a woman. 


The naval incident, the spokesman 


said, involved an Israeli warship that 
violated Lebanese territorial waters 
"adjacent to one of our positions." He 
said Lebanese troops first fired a 
flare to locate tho worship, and later 


opened fire and drove the vessel 
away. 


The Israeli raid Into Lebanon was 


the first since mid-January. It follow- 
ed a series of guerrilla strikes Imlde 
Israel, including Jerusalem. 


In other developments: 
• An Austrian spokesman said Sec- 


retary of State Henry Kissinger and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko would meet in Vienna next 
week to discuss the forthcoming Gen- 
eva Middle East conference. A 


spokesman in Bonn said Kissinger 
would visit West Germany May 20-21. 


• The Israeli newspaper Ha'aretz 


said in a dispatch from Washington 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
in recent weeks have "held contacts 
on the question of the Middle East 
which Included discussion of various 
details of agreements" to be brought 
up at the Geneva meeting. 


In Tel Aviv, the Israeli command 


said troops swept through the Leban- 


ese villages of Bint Obeli, Aita Ech 
Chaab and Yarin, all within one-half 
to two miles of the frontier. 


A military source denied any build- 


ings were destroyed. "There was no 
shooting. Nothing was demolished," 
the source said. "Among the hostages 
was a woman and a doctor." 


Though the command did not give 


the exact time of the operation or how 
many troops were involved, the Beirut 
reports said about 100 soldiers entered 
Bint Jbeil at about midnight. 


Tho raid followed a week of in- 


creased guerrilla activity on the Is- 
raeli-occupied West Bank of Jordan 
and in the Jerusalem region and 
came three days before the May 15 
anniversary of the state's indepen- 
dence. 


May 15 also is the first anniversary 


of the guerrilla attack on a school 
building at the frontier town of • 
Ma'alot In which 28 persons, Including 
22 schoolchildren, were killed.

Harper 
teachers to 
unionize?

The Harper College faculty will de- 


cide soon whether to join a teachers' 
union, Harper Faculty Senate Pres. 
Robert Powell said. 


Powell said Monday he expects a 


formal poll of the faculty on whether 
to affiliate with a union to be con- 
ducted by the faculty senate soon. A 
straw poll conducted lost week In- 
dicates, "The sentiment is quite 
heavy In favor of outside (union) affi- 
liation," he said. 


Powell said the faculty senate offi- 


cers would meet today to discuss the 
straw poll and plans for a formal poll 
which might bo supervised by on out- 
side accounting firm. 


If the formal poll determines that 


the faculty favors affiliation with a 
union, the faculty would then have a 
representational election to decide 
which union to join, Powell said. 


THE LAST TIME the Harper facul- 


ty was polled about union member- 
ship was about two years ago, Powell 
said. Since then, Powell said, "There 
has apparently been a rather dramat- 
ic switch In sentiment." 


He said the change in faculty atti- 


tude is apparently the result of dis- 
appointment by some faculty mem- 
bers In the results of salary negotia- 
tions lost year and in problems with 
the college's faculty grievance proce- 
dures, which have been a subject of 
controversy for the last year. 


If the faculty should decide to form 


a union, it would be able to choose 
between several organizations in- 
cluding tho Illinois Education Assn. 
and the Illinois Federation of Teach- 
ers, the two largest unions in the 
state. 


In the past, tho faculty has been 


represented in negotiations with the 
board by the faculty senate, an Inde- 
pendent organization made up of rep- 
resentatives of the various college de- 
partments.

Schools to study enrollment before building 


A study on the effects of declining 


enrollment In High School Dial. 214 
will bo made before the board of edu- 
cation takes action on a proposed $24 
million referendum for building addi- 
tion*. 


The board of education heard a re- 


port Monday from Die citizen's com- 
mittee which has recommended the 
additions and improvements aimed at 


providing "equal" facilities at all dis- 
trict schools. 


Committee Chairman James Stall 


told the board that the committee still 
believes In its findings. Stoll sold the 
committee is now looking to the board 
to determine if, in light of projected 
radically declining enrollment, all 
eight buildings will remain open with 
fewer students or if a building will be 


closed to keep an average of 2,500 stu- 
dents per building. 


DOARD PRES. Gene Artcmcnko 


expressed concern .over any long de- 
lay of building improvements. 


"We're not just about to start shut- 


ting schools down," said Artcmcnko. 
"In the meantime wo have buildings 
out there, some of which arc in- 
adequate," he said. 


Stoll agreed with the need for quick 


action. "I don't like to see that time 
go by," said Stoll, referring to the ex- 
pected six-month time it will take to 
assess the effects of declining enroll- 
ment. "But it's Important to see 
where we're going before we build 
new facilities," he said. 


STOLL SAID AFTER the meeting 


he hoped some information on the ef- 


fects of falling enrollment will become 
available to the committee before 
September so his committee can start 
working again. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said he will 


meet today with a committee which 
will begin a long-range study of dis- 
trict enrollment which will include in- 
vestigation of the possibility of closing 


one or more schools or complete re- 
drawing of district attendance bound- 
aries. 


Latest projections of district attend- 


ance predict a 22 per cent drop in dis- 
trict enrollment by the 1982-83 school 
year. Some schools, such as Arlington 
and Prospect, are forecast for 43 and 
34 per cent drops respectively by then 
under present boundaries.

Teachers In High School Dlst. 211 


arc being asked by the bo.ird of cdu- 
cntlon to accept a two-year contract 
to avoid annual salary negotiations. 


A two-year contract would "bring 


about peace and quiet and get away 
from the ycar-ln year-out bargaining 
problems," said Richard Zwclback, 
professional negotiator for the board. 
Tha contract would allow teachers to 
budget their Income for a longer peri- 
od of time and enable them to "con- 
centrate on what they arc supposed to 
do and this Is Improving the quality of 
education for students," ho raid. 


The board and the teachers' union 


bargained for seven months last year 
before finally agreeing to n 7.8 per 
cent raise In the base salary plus a 
130 one-time bonui for each teacher. 
Several teachers said the heated bar- 
gaining sessions affected the morale 
of the staff and took awiy from the 
education of the students. 


MULTI-YEAR contracts in most 


school districts In the area arc usually 
for a three-year period but Zwclback 
said the Dlst. 211 board Is o.ily asking 
for two years due to the Instability of 
tho economy. Three years would be 
"looking a little too far down tho road 
at this stage of tho game," ho said. 


Teachers and board members have 


been bargaining since March 24 and 
^tvclbock sold bo Is hopeful for a set- 
tlement before school <s dismissed 
next month. There are "good feel- 
Ings" at tho bargaining tnbla so far, 
ho sold. 


Carl Flaks, president of the Dlst. 


211 teachers' association, said teach- 
ers "could live with a two-year con- 
tract" as long as tho contract doesn't 
perpetuate the "status quo." Ho said 
tho union has spelled out "five areas" 
that would have to bo written Into a 
two-year pact. 


Flaks declined to name the five 


areas but said they Included both 
salary and nonsalary Items. 


Flaks said this year teachers are 


asking for a 5.7 per cent Increase In 
base salary for a teacher with n bach- 
elor's degree, raising tho starting pay 
from $9,650 to $10,200 and a 4.7 per 
cent Increase In base salary for teach- 
ers with a master's degree, raising 
the beginning pay from $10,515 to 
$11,220.

Student loans 
need state aid 


As college costs have in- 


creased, federally guaranteed 
student loans have become more 
Important in helping middle-in- 
come students and their families 
make ends meet. 


For that reason, the Illinois 


General Assembly should act 
quickly on proposals from the Il- 
linois State Scholarship Commis- 
sion which ore designed to make 
more loans available to stu-' 
dents, especially to students in 
the Chicago area. 


Tho scholarship commission 


recently completed a study 
which showed that students hi 
Chicago and the suburbs have 
more trouble getting loans than 
students living in Downstate 
towns. 


One reason is that Chicago- 


area banks already have higher 
overhead costs than Downstate 
bonks and are unwilling to take 
on the headaches of student 
loans for the relatively low inter- 
est rate they yield. 


To change this situation, tho 


scholarship commission has pro- 
posed a program to pay banks 
$50 for each new student loan, 
an amount which will help offset 
the loan's administrative costs.

Verbal bloodbath is coming.

WASHINGTON — Despite President 


Ford's pica (or the nation not to en- 
gage In recrimination, there are grow- 
-Ing Indications that the United States 
' may be In for a verbal and political 
bloodbath following the Vietnam war. 


The President has called for Ameri- 


cans to "closo ranks" in the after- 
math of the first war the United 
States lost in its 200-year history. 


But there are indications that the 


bitterness that divided the United 
States during the course of the con- 
troversial war may live on after it to 
continue to plague tho nation. 


In announcing the end of any Amer- 


ican presence in South Vietnam, Ford 
said the final evacuation of Ameri- 
cans from Saigon "closes a chapter in 
the American experience." 


Ho urged tho American people "to 


close ranks, to avoid recrimination 
about the past, to look ahead to the 
many goals we share and to work to- 
gether on the great tasks that remain 
to be accomplished." 


But the emotions churned up by the 


war and fueled by Communist vic- 
tories and American defeats are 
strong. It is questionable whether ei- 
ther Ford or Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger, who echoed Ford's pleas, 
have enough political clout to cap 


The commission has also pro- 


posed the formation of an agen- 
cy which could take over from 
banks the collection of delin- 
quent student loans. The collec- 
tion of delinquent loans has been 
cited by bankers as one major 
deterrent to increasing the num- 
ber of loans. 


Under the plan, the state 


would be able to collect federal 
guarantee money of the delin- 
quent loan finally defaulted, but 
the burden of trying to collect 
the loons would be removed 
from the banks.

loans available by making the 
loans moro attractive to banks. 
Next year the federal govern- 
ment may make other changes 
in the loon program, but in the 
interim, the legislature should 
take these actions to help Illinois 
students.

good ways for students to fund 
their college educations, at least 
partly. For middle income stu- 
dents from the suburbs who 
frequently cannot qualify for 
scholarships, they are often the 
only way.

Despite Ford's plea for national 


harmony, conservative political ele- 
ments feel a national assessment of 
the Vietnam war is vital to assure 
that such losses do not occur again. 
Liberal political elements believe 
such an assessment is vital to assure 
that such involvements do not occur 
again. 


And there Is serious doubt that even 


the executive branch will keep quiet 
on the Issues, despite Ford's plea. 


Perhaps one of tho best cases for 


the conservative point of view was 
made recently by John Fisher, presi- 
dent of the American Security Coun- 
cil, a privately financed group with 
headquarters in Boston, Va., that sup- 
ports strong military defense policies 
and alliances. 


"Calling for no recriminations is the 


same as calling for a coverup," Fish- 
er said. "Only those who feel they 
might be vulnerable should want to 
hide the reasons for defeat.

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Illinois House 
hasn't lost race 
against time—yet 


by BOB LAIIKY 


The Rush Hour started early in the 


Illinois General Assembly this year. 


But there seems no reason to expect 


that It will end early. 


Under tho direction of first-term 


Houso Speaker William A. Redmond, 
D-Bcnicnvlllc, state representatives 
have been working overtime In recent 
weeks In an attempt to deal with 
nearly 5,000 legislative proposals, in 
accordance with deadlines which have 
been largely meaningless In past 
yoara. 


Redmond has successfully forced 


tho House to meet two deadlines al- 
ready — one an April 12 limit for tho 
Introduction of bills, another the May 
2 deadline for committee action on 
those proposals. 


THE HOUSE now Is engaged in day 


and night wsslons, which probably 
will extend through Saturday and Sun- 
day this week, to meet a May S3 dead- 
lino for sending, Its last proposal to tho 
Senate. 


Tho next race will bo an attempt to 


clear all these measures through both 
houses of the legislature by the tradi- 
tional adjournment date of June 30, 
which has not been met In the last 
two sessions of the General Assembly. 


Criticized by many members of tho 


Houso for his enforcement of tho 
deadlines, Redmond defends himself 
on tho grounds of the quantity of mea- 


sures being disposed of in the legisla- 
ture. 


"Lost week we moved B40 bills," 


sold Redmond. But critics point out 
that most of those simply moved from 
second reading to third reading, 
meaning that while they have passed 
tho amendment stage, they arc still 
subject to hours of debate before 
being passed or voted down. 


SOME REPRESENTATIVES have 


complained that Redmond's refusal to 
extend deadlines, as has been done 
commonly In past years, has meant 
that bills have been advanced with 
"very superficial consideration," In 
tho words of Rep. Aaron Jaffc, 
D-Skokic. 


Redmond argues, however, that 


many of tho bills ore "repeaters" — 
bills that have been debated many 
times before in previous legislatures. 
Ho pointed to tho proposed Equal 
Rights Amendment to the U.S. Con- 
stitution and bills for and against cap- 
ital punishment. "How many times do 
you h»ve to argue those Issues?" Red- 
mond asked. 


With most members of the Houso 


spending the afternoon In committee 
session Monday, the chamber was 
scheduled to convene at 4 p.m. with 
an agenda Including 082 bills. 


Redmond told Tho Herald he hoped 


to reduce that number to at Jeast 000 
by tho close of business Monday 
night. Ho based that largely on the 
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Algonquin & Golf Rds.

hope that a package of 60 proposals 
which would come to be known as the 
"Chapporson bills" would be acted 
upon In one vote. 


THE BILLS, sponsored by Rep. Eu- 


genia Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, 
deal with Improving rights of women 
under Illinois laws. Rep. Gerald Shea, 
D-Chlcngo, House majority leader, 
coined the nickname for tho bills lost 
week when he suggested that Mrs. 
Chapman, in view of her concern for

Legislators Irked by Redmond's 


drive to meet the deadlines have also 
criticized him for moving appropria- 
tions bills—which are not subject to 
the time limits—ahead of other mea- 
sures.

ing days of the legislature. "I want to 
get those out of the way, and leave 
tho garbage for last," he said. 


Doctors rally for malpractice laws 


Doctors from tho Northwest suburbs 


will go to Springfield Wednesday in a 
last-ditch effort to gather support for 
bills that would curb tho rising num- 
ber of medical-malpractice lawsuits. 


Dr. Lee Maimed, radiologist at 


Northwest Community Hospital, Ar- 
lington Heights, said he Is trying to 
get a busload of doctors from the hos- 
pital to Join tho lobby effort. Ho said 


200 doctors from around the state aro 
expected in Springfield. 


Similar bills, which have been op- 


posed by the Illinois Trial Lawyers 
Assn., arc expected to be voted on 
this week In tho House of Representa- 
tives and tho Senate. But while tho 
Senate blU sets a $300,000 limit on 
malpractice awards, the House bill 
docs not.

HUD and tho Chicago Housing Au- 
thority. 


In 1973 tho American Civil Liberties 


Union backed the black residents and 
asked tho U.S. District Court to force 
tho building of 20,000 units of low-In* 
come housing In tho suburbs. 


At that time, U.S. District Court 


Judge Richard B. Austin said he could 
not forco tho building of such housing 
bur ordered HUD and Chicago to use 
"their best efforts" in desegregating 
tho city. Because of that ruling the 
' ACLU took tho case to tho Court of 
Appeals and now Intends to argue tho 
case before the Supremo Court. 


"Wo would have preferred the court 


of appeals decision to have stayed in 
effect because that would have caused 
tho problem to bo addressed much 
more quickly," said Milton Shadur, 
ACLU attorney. 'This represents per- 


haps a year's delay if wo arc success- 
ful and If we aro not wo will be very 
unhappy." 


SUADUfl SAID that if the high 


court justices rule against HUD the 
case will go back to Judge Austin, 
who will decide what kind of metro- 
politan housing relief would be appro- 
priate. If tho Supremo Court rules In 
favor of HUD, the case is ended, Sha- 
dur said. 


Instead of appealing to tho high 


court with HUD, housing authority of- 
ficials decided to accept the U.S. 
Court of Appeals ruling and last Sep- 
tember decided to draw up a plan for 
building low-income housing in the 
suburbs. 


H o w e v e r , a housing authority 


spokesman said the study has not yet 
started because housing officials have 
been unable to get the $120,000 needed 
for tho study from HUD or the State 
of Illinois. 


MALMED SAID doctors would try 


to get tho House bill amended. He 
said doctors also want passage of a 
bill that would establish a medical re- 
view panel composed of a lawyer, 
doctor and a Judge to review cases 
before trial stage. 


Tho panel would rule on all claims 


but cither party would bo free to take 
tho case to trial. 


Doctors also want a statute of limi- 


tations that would limit the filing of 
malpractice suits to one year within 
discovery of tho injury and no more 
than two years after tho incident. A 
statute of limitations exists in In- 
diana, tho first state to pass such a 
stringent malpractice law. 


"VIE NEED RELIEF from the mal- 


practice situation," Dr. Maimed said. 
"Tho doctors are really very upset 
and a strike is not out of the ques- 
tion." 


This is tho second time in two 


weeks doctors from tho area will go to 
Springfield to push for bills they be- 


lieve would solve the malpractice in- 
surance crisis. Doctors and hospitals 
contend that a rising number of suits 
without merit and high awards by 
sympathetic juries have pushed mal- 
practice insurance Into the thousands 
of dollars and could force them out of 
business.

"We're going to put our heads to- 


gether with legislators to get these 
bills passed," Dr. Maimed said. "I 
think legislators realize that these are 
not doctor's bills but consumer bills."

Friend's diet worrisome 


We have a widower frlcml whose typical meat Is a can at tuna, 


drained ol all mixed with salad vegetables and dresied with lemon 
Juice. Ills mcali vary, but they all contain these huge amounts ot 
animal protein, usually llsh or fowl, with virtually no fats or car- 
bohyitratw. He takes a dally rauHlvltnmln and mineral capsule, 
along with 400 I.U. of vitamin E. This diet was not prescribed by a 
doctor. 


This man Is a non-drinker and non-smoker, is very active physi- 


cally, and Is In superb physical condition. He never lilll. and most 
people gncM his age as about IS, while he really Is in his 40s. Yet I 
have heard that this concentration of animal protein can cause 
cancer of kidney malfunction; that excessive amounts of vitamins 
can cause liver damage; and that lots and carbohydrates arc re- 
quired for energy. 


Out, this man has the energy and vitality of a 20-year-old. Is it 


possible that In same way his body metabolites this rather strange 
diet to fit his physical requirements? And, isn't It true that two 
different people can have two different reactions to the same meal 
through some metabolism mechanism? 


Tho body Is a wonderful machine. It can use all manner of food 


and break It down to the sumo essentials. 


Your friend may not be eating as badly as you think. He Is 


getting plenty of protein. He Is getting fat because he eats tuna 
packed In oil (water packed tuna Is very low In fat as is natural 
tuna). Poultry contains some fat too, even If you cat just the light 
meat without the skin, so ho is not on a fat deficient diet although 
ho Is on a low-fat diet. Tho diet you describe Is also low In satu- 
rated fat and low In cholesterol. 


By using salad vegetables with tuna and probably salad in other 


meals ho may be getting more carbohydrate than you think. But 
your description Is of a relatively low carbohydrate diet His diet is 
deficient In cereal bulk If he uses no cereal or bread, which Is not 
good for normal bowel function. It also Is deficient in calcium 
unless ho Is taking milk or some other high cnldum food, such as 
low-fat cottage cheese. 


Most common vitamin capsules with calcium do not contain near- 


ly enough calcium to meet the dally requirements. The rest of his 
vitamin needs are met by his vitamin pill, although ho surely 
doesn't need vitamin E since ho probably Is using a tuna packed in 
one of the oils that naturally contain lots of vitamin E anyway. 


Tho excess protein simply is stripped of its nitrogen containing 


group of atoms and used as a carbohydrate or fatty acid. Most 
people don't seem to realize that protein can bo, and is, converted 
to glucose or fat If It Is not used for the building process. 


Your friend's diet probably Is a low-calorie diet and that helps 


him stay slim and look young. Obesity Is a major factor in causing 
a person to look his years or more. Ho also has some plus marks by 
avoiding alcohol and clgarotcs as well as staying physically active.

Additives? Good heavens, no — not 


with [owl. Arc you sure your oven is 
properly calibrated? From time to 
time I've had my oven checked, and 
I'm never surprised when It comes up 
cither set too low or too high. For an- 
other thing, you have to be sure you 
are buying a roaster and not a soup

home appliance service, check the 
equipment yourself. Make sure It's 
plugged In and turned on. Check for 
blown fuses or tripped circuit break- 
ers. 


chicken. In this case, a roasting 
schedule sure wouldn't help it much. 
I'm a trade-name shopper and buy 
only chickens and turkeys by the pro- 
ducer's name. They never fall me. 


A loose schedule for roasting chick- 


ens is 30 to 45 minutes per pound at 
300 degrees. An 8 to 10-pound turkey 
calls for 300 degrees at 20 to 25 min- 
utes per pound, and a 10 to 16-pounder 
calls for IB to 20 minutes per pound.

Traditional wedding is still favorite 


The traditional wedding with a long white 


gown, church ceremony and largo reception Is 
as big In 1075 as ever before. The difference is 
that those "nonconvontionnl" weddings are 
fading out of the limelight of recent years. 


The wedding ritual has altered in the past 


few years, however, as couples interject more 
of their own creative personalities into the 
words, mimic "and dress. Marring, loo, is 
changing OH couples shift roles anil responsl- 
billtlcii. 


While changing, marriages arc growing, 


too. According to a survey by Modern Bride 
magazine, an increase of 31 percent in mar- 
riages is forecast for the 10-year period end- 
ing this year. By the end of 107C, there will 
bo about 652,000 more marriages than in 
1006. 


That girl In the elaborate while gown float- 


ing down the aisle on her father's arm is'the 
symbol of an $8 billion market. There will be 
an estimated 2,307,000 weddings in 1976, and 
more than 76 percent of them will be first 
marriages. 


Nothing will keep these brides from follow- 


ing through with their plans for a formal 
wedding and reception, and beginning mar- 
ried life in a beautifully furnished homo. 


Many of the luxuries, In the form of shower 


and wedding gifts, will be supplied by family 
•nd friends. In all, the total cost of weddings 
and receptions this year will be $2 billion, 
according to one trade source. 


The top of this economic iceberg is the 


wedding gown and attendants' dresses. For 
the bride, who is as traditional today at her 
parents could wish, the average amount spent 
on the gown is $243, up more than 100 par- 
cent from a decade ago. The cost of all brides- ' 
maids' dresses in the wedding party totals up 
to 1195. 


Many of those bridal gowns — in white or 


ivory — wilt be reminiscent of Victorian 
styles. Others can go very contemporary with 
•leek lines. 


Top fabrics this spring and summer are 


organza, georgette and dotted Swiss,'often in 
romantic ruffles and flounces or fuller skirts.

Not so traditional...

Not your typical summer outdoor wed- 


ding.

in style on the cycle of the club's presi- 
dent. The traditional words were repeated, 
the couple exchanged gold bands and kis- 
sed. 


the reception, which varies in style from one 
part of the country to another from formal 
sit-down dinners to champagne punch and 
wedding cake in the church parlor. While 
receptions average out to $721, parents of 21 
percent of the brides who have receptions 
spend from $1,000 to $2,000 and over. 


It is even more significant that $6 billion 


will be spent on furnishing first homes. The 
bride and groom of the 70s cither have the 
money in the bank or a credit rating that will 
enable them to moke the necessary major 
purchases. 


A Trendcx study found that nearly 70 per- 


cent of all first-marriage brides who acquire 
living room furniture do so during the 
six-month period surrounding the wedding. 
By the time the couple returns from the wed- 
ding trip they have virtually every product 
needed for their first home. 


Ncwlyweds will account for 24 percent of 


all bedroom furniture and 14.6 percent of all 
living room furniture while representing only 
2.6 percent of all households in the country. 


There's no doubt marriage is surviving. 


The family unit is still the most desired way 
of life. A poll by the Roper Organization lasb- 
year revealed that nine out of 10 women and 
men prefer marriage to any other lifestyle. 


Going it alone, communal living and more 


singular one-to-one arrangements are not as 
popular as once thought. 


All indications, in fact, according to one 


authority, point to more new household for- 
mations during the 1970s than in any other 
decade in the country's history. 


The major difference Is that the average 


bride and groom will both be independent 
wage earners and somewhat older by the time 
they exchange wedding vows. 


They will, noted the Roper study, share 


financial, homemaking and child rearing re- 
sponsibilities. The bride probably will com- 
bine marriage, children and a career. 


The income of both bride and groom has 


shot up more than 100 percent since 1955. 
This, coupled with planned families, means 
they can save for the future even as they • 
spend at the moment. They have the money 
and they spend it on their homes, services 
and luxuries. 


A watery wedding took place three years 


ago in Mount Prospect when two area 
people said their vows in the swimming 
pool at the Mount Prospect Holiday Inn. 


The ceremony, according to reports, was 


fast and simple with no organ music or 
bridal procession. The maid of honor and 
best man wore swimsuits, while the bride 
chose a white bikini with a long white lace 
coat over It. 


After the "I do's" were said, the new- 


lyweds swam to the other end of the pool 
to share champagne with guests and others 
who had witnessed the wedding. 


The minister who performed the ceremo- 


ny (safely standing on the top step of the 
pool) said he wasn't' shocked by this 
couple's request for a pool wedding. He 
had once married a couple on roller skates.

Since the bride !» the star, it is not 


surprising that she decides how formal, or 
informal, a wedding she will have. The 
number of guests, the type of reception, if 
any, the time of day — all are her choices, 
and all this I« reflected in the type of 
bridal gown she selects. 


In turn, the type of gown determines 


what every other member of the wedding 
party will wear. While bridal fashion gen- 
erally follows the latest trends, a bride can 
easily find a "traditional" gown — sweet- 
heart neckline, long sleeves, nipped-in 
wnlst, and tiers and tiers of lace flowing 
into a sweep or cathedral train. Or she 
may follow (he "nostalgic" trend, so in 
today. 


The real change has .come about in 


men's formolwear. The black and white or 
the gray and white "uniform" now also 
comes in a spectrum of muted and bright 
colon and a wide variety of shapes. The 
choice is up to the groom, who usually 
follows a cue from his bride-to-be.

Do use light colors in a small roam to

They arc, after all, the principal 
attendants.

And though the bridal 
couple select their attendants' gifts togeth- 
er, the Council lends a hand with the fol- 
lowing suggestions. 


The mold of honor is properly honored

Third finger, left hand 


This custom is said to have originated 


with the ancients who believed that the 
_third finger of the left hand was connected 
'directly to the heart, by a vein. In fact, as 
late as the 16th century, when "modern 
nan" was awakening to many medical 
truths, the English Prayer Book of 1549 
specifics the left hand as the hand tor bride 
end groom. The custom may not apply to 
people of other than English origin.

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Who goes with the bride-to-be when she 


sets out to select her dlnnerware to set up 
housekeeping? 


Traditionally, it was mother who accom- 


panied her daughter. There is growing evi- 
dence today that the prospective bride 
looks more and more to her husband-to-be 
in choosing her cookware, flatware, dinner- 
ware and appliances. 


This is probably a good Idea, because' 


the couple have a better idea of their in- 
tended life style and should choose house- 
wares, particularly dinnerware, with this 
in mind. 


No matter who goes with her, some bas- 


ic preparation is important. Because din- 
nerware is a major investment, careful 
thought and planning should go into the 
decision. Things other than pattern should 
be weighed by the couple. The wise 
bride-to-be will ask many questions in 
preparation for the actual selection. 


It is said that over 76 per cent of the 


brides-to-be pre-selcct their cookware and 
dlnnerware. One dinnerware manufacturer, 
believes it has a responsibility to bring the 
hride-to-bc back to the real world in which 
she will be living.

Will it fit our life style? Consider the 


type and pattern to suit your way of life 
and your general style of entertaining — 
casual, formal or practical. Imagine using 
different types and patterns — do you 
want plates with over-all color or basically 
white? Think about meals served on rim- 


med or coupe shaped plates. How easily is 
it stored? 


How long will it last? Check the manu- 


facturer's literature for information con- 
cerning chipping, cracking, crazing, stain- 
ing and fading. Check on its use in the 
conventional and microwave oven or dish- 
washer. 


Is it readily available? Is it available in 


open stock? Does the pattern offer an ade- 
quate variety of accessory items? Are there 
cook 'n serve pieces? Will the pattern be 
carried in open stock if the pattern is dis- 
continued, and for how long? 


What about design? Will food look ap- 


petizing on the pattern you are selecting? 
Consider colors and styles in your home — 
your eventual decorating plans. Is the din- 
nerware easy to handle? Are accessory 
items designed for multiple use? Is the cup 
balanced and is the handle large enough 
for a man to hold comfortably? Docs the 
basic shape of plates, bowls and cups per- 
mit safe and easy stacking for storage? 


Does cost fit into the budget? Does cost 


match the use? Does expected life of ware 
match the cost? If the current budget 
won't permit two sets of dinnerware, make 
sure the set selected'is suitable for daily 
use and for more formal special occasions, 
too. 


How long will it last? Does the dinner- 


ware come with a guarantee or promise? 
What is the guarantee for replacement if a 
pattern is discontinued? How do you get it 
replaced — by the store or from the manu- 
facturer?

margin. Since then, Bchrcl found 
what had been a solid majority dimin- 
ished and received vocal opposition in 
the council debates on such issues as 
downtown redevelopment.

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) - An 


unarmed American merchant vessel 
reported Monday it had been seized 
under fire by a Cambodian naval ves- 
sel.

Announcement of the incident came 


from White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen, who said the container 
ship Mayaguez had been fired on, 
seized on the high seas and taken into 
the Cambodian port of Kompongsom 
along with its American crew.

Donald L. Klnsi of the Institute of 


Gas Technology, a division of Illinois 
Institute of Technology, Monday said 
the bid will be sent to the Energy Re- 
search and Development Authority in 
Washington. D.C. If federal funding Is 
not available, the institute will seek 
money from private sources, in- 
cluding the natural gas Industry. 


Till: ROLLING MKADIWS site is 


one of two locations the gas Institute 
will list In Its bid The Rolling Mead- 
ows site Is south of Northwest High- 
way and west of Rohlwlng Road, 
south of the Palanols Park subdivi- 
sion in Palatine.

Meyer sent a letter committing the 


city lo providing the land, garbage 
and sludge for the plant If (he gas 
Institute wins (he federal contract and 
the Federal Energy Office selects the 
Rolling Meadows site, Kloss sold. He 
noted, however, n vole by the city 
council ratifying Meyer's commitment 
probably will be necessary If the 
Rolling Meadows site is chosen. 


Meyer confirmed Monday he noti- 


fied the institute "the property would 
be available If the grant is approved." 
He also agreed city council action 
would be necessary. 


A FEDERAL DECISION on the con- 


tract is expected soon after June 1, 
Meyer said, although Snmbhunath 
Ghosh, also with the gas institute, 
said the contract might not bo 
awarded until July. 


The gas institute bid is in response 


to nn Invitation by the federal govern- 
ment for companies or agencies to 
submit bids for the contract to build 
the federal demonstrating plant. Oth- 
er agencies also are bidding, altlraugh 
no others have shown an interest in 
the Rolling Meadows site, Ghosh said. 


The gas institute has studied the 


comerslon method five years, and is 
not likely lo drop the issue if it docs 
not win the federal contract, Ghosh 
said, but would likely look to the gas 
industry for funds.

A partial recount of the mayoral 


votes in Rolling Meadows' April IS 
election will be after the regular city 
council meeting at 8 p.m. today.

Meyer by 69 votes, according to the 
official election canvass April 22.

The partial recount would not

William F. Scannell, Miseska's at- 


torney, has charged irregularities in 
the conduct of the election. 


He said the city clerk's office vio- 


lated state law by opening scaled en- 
velopes containing returns the night of 
the election, rather than leaving them 
scaled until the official canvass. He 
also said the city council violated 
state law when it did not formally 
convene as a canvassing board April 
22, but conducted the canvass as part 
of its council agenda. The recount vio- 
lated state law, he charged, because 
it was not held within three days of 
the filing of a recount request. 


CITY ATTY. DONALD M. Rose has 


not responded to the allegations, ex- 
cept to say state law does not permit 
a recount any earlier than three days 
or any later than tonight's meeting. 


Scannell also criticized the election, 


alleging voters were deprived of their 
franchise because voter registration 
records were confused. 


Meyer has said the election was the 


most chaotic In Ills memory.

Mayaguez officer, Mount Prospect resident, 
misses capture while awaiting birth of child

Capt. John Hill of the U.S. Mer- 


chant Marine sat in bis living 
room in Mount Prospect and said 
the United States should take im- 
mediate and strong government 
action to free his ship from the 
Cambodian government. 


Hill, 30, of 115 Stevenson Ln., a 


10-year Merchant Marine veteran, 
would have been aboard his cap- 
tured vessel in the G'tlf of Thai- 
land were it not for the imminent 
birth of his child. Instead of being 
a prisoner in Kampong Som, 
Cambodia, Hill last night was at- 
tending birth-technique classes 
with his wife. 


It was a sour joke come true for 


the 40 officers and men of the cap- 
tured Mayaguez, Hill said. 


"We should go in there with 


three Marine divisions and 100 
8-52s to get them out. We should 
set a deadline of a day or two to 
have them bring the ship to a 
point on the high seas for a ren- 
dezvous. If they don't, we should 
go in there and get them," Hill 
said. 


HILL SAILED with the May- 


aguez since late February The 
ship, ho said, makes shuttle runs 
throughout the Orient. Until the 
recent fall, It had a port of call In 
Saigon. 


"II used to be kind of a running 


joke among us when wo were go- 
ing up the Saigon River. What If 
we got captured — how would we 
like being in the Hanoi Hilton. 
What would the food be like, and 
so on. Now it's ironic," he said.

Commuter parking for Arlington residents only? 


An Arlington Heights trustee soya 


he Is ready to propose that Arlington 
Height* residents be given preference 
over nonresidents In the cost and loca- 
tion of commuter-rail parking. 


Trustee Richard J. Durava said 


Monday It costs the village up to 
$3,000 (or each new parking space. 
Rented to commuters for SO cents a 
day, 
the spaces each bring In less 


than $200 a year. 


"When I go through the parking lot 


and see that thrco out of every flvo 
cars have some other village's vehicle 
slicker, then I figure we arc Indirectly 
subsidizing these other villages," Du- 
rava said. 


"I think we ought to seriously con- 


sider a system whereby the citizens of 
Arlington Heights would have prefer- 
ence on the availability and price ot 
commuter parking." 


Durava said lie would suggest the 


parking change to the village board's 
public health and safety committee, 
.which Is reviewing commuter and 
shopper parking In Arlington Heights. 


TRUSTEE ALICE HARMS, public 


health and safety committee chair- 
man, said Monday she has asked tho 
village administration to survey tho 
use of tho village's commuter lots to 
determine the number of resident and 
nonresident users. 


"We also have to check the Income 


In various lots," Mrs. Harms said, "In 
order to determine just how much 
commuter and business parking wo 
need to provide." 


If there Is a surplus of commuter 


parking, some spaces could be reas- 
signed as shopper spaces, she said. 


Village Prcs. James T. Ryan, who 


recently announced the formation of a 
special committee to study the feasi- 
bility of a parking garage downtown, 
said he thinks there may be legal 
problems In Durava's idea. 


"The question has been raised be- 


fore. One of the problems is that, 
while you could limit all your parking 
to village residents only, you can't 
discriminate once you decide to let 
anyone else park," Ryan said. 


DURAVA AND Mrs. Harms said 


they think preferred parking rates for 
residents versus nonresidents are of- 
fered in some other communities. If 
the system has been adopted in other 
suburbs, it should be Included in the 
public health and safety committee's 
research, Mrs. Harms said. Monthly 
commuter parking fees in Palatine 
are S7 for residents and $11 for non- 
residents. 


A quiet niche makes studying a little easier. 


Durava said he thought the parking 


plan could be adopted in a way that 
would meet legal requirements. 


"What's really illegal is for the citi- 


zens of Arlington Heights to pay for 
parking spaces, at a loss, that arc 
being used by someone else," he said. 


For years, the Village of Arlington 


Heights was prevented from making 
any major changes in Its parking 


rates and regulations because of out- 
standing bonds that were used to pay 
for the parking lots. However, all the 
parking bonds now have been paid 
off, and village officials could restruc- 
ture parking rates without legal ob- 
stacles. 


THE VILLAGE provides 97S com- 


muter parking spaces, including 128 
on-strcet spaces and 847 spaces in 
parking lots. 


The village has invested over a mil- 


lion dollars in land and improvements 
for parking. 


Ryan named Trustee August C. Belt- 


man to.chair the special committee 
on a downtown parking garage, but 
has not named other members of the 
committee. Ryan said Monday he 
hoped to make those appointments 
early this week.

Schools urge teachers OK 2-year pact

Teachers in High School Dist. 211 


are being asked by the board of edu- 
cation to accept a two-year contract 
to avoid annual salary negotiations. 


A two-year contract would "bring 


about peace and quiet and get away 
from the year-ln year-out bargaining 
problems," said Richard Zwelback, 
professional negotiator for the board. 
The contract would allow teachers to 
budget their income for a longer peri- 
od of time and enable them to "con- 
centrate on what they arc supposed to 
do and this is Improving the quality of 
education for students," he said. 


The board and the teachers' union 


bargained for seven months last year 
before finally agreeing to a 7.8 per 
cent raise in the base salary plus a 
$50 one-time bonus for each teacher. 
Several teachers said the heated bar- 
gaining sessions affected the morale 
of the staff and took away from the 
education of the students. 


MULTI-YEAR contracts in most 


school districts In the area are usually 
for a three-year period but Zweiback 
said the Dist.

Donald L. Klass of the Institute of 


Gas Technology, a division of Illinois 
Institute of Technology, Monday said 
the bid will bo sent to the Energy Re- 
search and Development Authority in 
Washington, D.C. If federal funding is 
not available, tho institute will seek 
money from private sources, In- 
cluding the natural gas industry. 


THE ROLLING MEADOWS site is 


one of two locations tho gas institute 
will list In Its bid. Tho Rolling Mead- 
ows site Is south'of Northwest High- 
way and west of Uohlwlng Road, 
south of the Palanols Park subdivi- 
sion In Palatine. South and west of the 
site Li industrial property in Rolling 
Meadows. 


Tho other proposed location Is 4201 


W. Mill St., Chicago, where tho in- 
stitute Is operating a plant to convert 
coal to methane gas. 


Meyer sent a letter committing the

Until the 
recent fall, It had a port of call in 
Saigon.

What if 
we got captured — how would we 
like being in the Hanoi Hilton.

10-year Merchant Marine'veternn, 
would have been aboard his cap- 
tured vessel in the Gulf of Thai- 
land were it not for the imminent 
birth of his child. Instead of being 
a prisoner in Kampong Som, 
Cambodia, Hill last nig'it was at- 
tending birth-technique classes 
with his wife. 


It was a sour joke come true for 


the 40 officers and men of the cap- 
tured Mayaguez, Hill said. 


"We should go in there with 


three Marine divisions and 100 
B-52s to get them out We should 
set a deadline of a day or two to 
have them bring the ship to a 
point on the high seas for a ren- 
dezvous. If they don't, we should 
go In there and get them," Hill 
said. 


HILL SAILED with the May- 


aguez since late February The 
ship, he said, makes shuttle runs 
throughout the Orient. Until the 
recent fall, it had a port of call In 
Saigon 


"It used to be kind of a running 


joke among us when we were go- 
ing up the Saigon River. What if 
we got captured — how would we 
like being in the Hanoi Hilton. 
What would the food be like, and 
so on. Now it's ironic," he said.

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) - An 


unarmed American merchant vessel 
reported Monday it had been seized 
under fire by a Cambodian naval ves- 
sel. President Ford termed it "an act 
of piracy" and warned of "serious 
consequences" unless the ship is 
promptly released 


Announcement of the incident came 


from White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen, who said the container 
ship Mayaguez had been fired on, 
seized on the high seas and taken into 
the Cambodian port of Kompongsora 
along with its American crew. 


There were Immediate demands 


from some members of Congress that 
the administration take quick action 
to assure release of the ship and 
crew. A State Dept. spokesman said 
"we are taking immediate steps" 
along that line, but declined to elabo- 
rate. 


Pentagon sources, however, said 


the aircraft carrier Coral Sea and 
several other ships were ordered to 
sail for the Gulf of Thailand, where 
the seizure occurred. 


They said the ship movements did

Camper, truck 
parking law 
under study 


The Arlington Heights Village 


Board's community services com- 
mittee will meet tonight to decide 
whether to recommend any changes 
in the ordinance that bans parking 
trucks, campers and vans In residen- 
tial driveways. 


The controversial ordinance touched 


off a protest lost month after several 
hundred residents received police de- 
partment tickets for illegally parked 
trucks. Up until that time, police en- 
forced the law only when they re- 
ceived a complaint on driveway park- 
ing. 


The community services committee 


was charged by the village board with 
review of the ordinance and a deci- 
sion whether to recommend any 
changes in the law. 


SOME zoo residents packed a vil- 


lage board meeting April 7, mainly to 
protest the ordinance. However, since 
then other residents have supported 
the parking ban which was originally 
enacted to protect esthetics in resi- 
dential neighborhoods. 


The village board also voted to nul- 


lify the parking tickets that had been 
Issued up to April 7, and to Impose a 
moratorium on any further tickets un- 
til a decision is mode on changes In 
the ordinance. 


Because the parking restriction is 


part of Arlington Heights' zoning 
regulations, any proposed 'changes 
would be referred to tho plan commis- 
sion for public hearing and a recom- 
mendation to the village board. 


The community services committee 


will meet at 8 p.m. today at the mu- 
nicipal building, 33 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd.

Mayaguez officer, Mount Prospect resident, 
misses capture while awaiting birth of child

Capt. John Hill of the U.S. Mer- 


chant Marine sat In his living 
room In Mount Prospect and said 
the United States should take im- 
mediate .and strong government 
•action to free his ship from the 
Cambodian government. 


Hill, 30, of US Stevenson Ln., a 


10-year Merchant Marine veteran, 
would have been aboard his cap- 
tured vessel in the Gulf of Thai- 
land were it not for the imminent 
.birth of his child. Instead of being 
a prisoner In Kampong Som, 
Cambodia, Hill last night was at- 
tending birth-technique classes 
with his wife. 


It was a sour joke come true for 


the 40 officers and men of the cap- 
tured Mayaguez, Hill said. 


"We should go in there with 


three Marine divisions and 100 
B-52s to get them out. We should 
set a deadline of a day or two to 
have them bring the ship to a 
point on the'high seas for a ren- 
dezvous. If they don't, we should 
go in there and get them," Hill 
said. 


HILL SAILED with the May- 


' agu'ez since late February. The 
ship, he said, makes shuttle runs 
throughout the Orient. Until the 
recent fall, it had a port of call in 
.Saigon, 


"It used to be kind of a running 


Joke among us when we were go- 
ing up the Saigon River. What if 
we got captured — how would we 
like being in the Hanoi Hilton. 
What would the food be like, and 
so on. Now It's Ironic,", he said.

Cambodian navy and forced to sail Into the 
port of Kompong Som In the Gulf of Thai- 
land. 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) - An 


unarmed American merchant vessel 
reported Monday It had been seized 
under fire by a Cambodian naval ves- 
sel. President Ford termed It "an act 
of piracy" and warned of "serious 
consequences" 
unless the ship is 


promptly released. 


Announcement of the incident came 


from White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen, who said the container 
ship Mayaguez had been fired on, 
seized on the high seas and taken Into 
the Cambodian port of Kompongsom 
along with Its American crew. 


There were Immediate demands 


from some members of Congress that 
the administration take quick action 
to assure release of the ship and 
crew. A State Dept. spokesman said 
"we are taking immediate steps" 
along that line, but declined to elabo- 
rate. 


Pentagon sources, however, said 


the aircraft carrier Coral Sea and 
several other ships were ordered to 
sail for the Gulf of Thailand, where 
the seizure occurred. 


They said the ship movements did 


not mean the United States decided to 
use force — that it Is standard proce- 
dure to send ships to a trouble spot so

zona. Behrel was not slated to leave 
office until April 1977, capping a 20- 
year stint as mayor. 


IN A W-MINUTE statement out- 


lining his reasons for leaving office 
before his term expires, Behrel said 
that his wife will retire from her job 
at Berkey Photo In June 1B76. 


"We plan to move to Arizona as 


soon as possible after that," the may- 
or said. 


Behrel won reelection in 1973 to an 


unprecedented fifth term by a ISO-vote 
margin. Since then, Behrel 
found 


what had been a solid majority dimin- 
ished and received vocal opposition in 
the council debates on such Issues as 
downtown redevelopment. 


Behrel said after the meeting that 


the fact that three of his closest allies 
left the council May 5 had no effect on 
his decision to leave office early. 


THE 69-YEAR-OLD mayor said he 


does not plan to be a lame duck dur- 
ing his remaining time in office. 


"There are many things In the mill 


— downtown redevelopment, flooding 
problems, several road projects — 
that should be taken care of and you 
can be sure I will work at these proj- 
ects until the day I leave," Behrel 
said.

Behrel said, "The recent years have 


not been the most pleasant, maybe it 
Is because I am getting older, maybe 
my fuse is getting shorter." 


Behrel's remarks came during a 


meeting which was supposed to be on 
deliberating his request to hire an ad- 
ministrative assistant, but the retire- 
ment announcement immediately re- 
opened discussion of the future form 
of government for the city. 


A NUMBER.OF aldermen have 


called for the city to shift to a part- 
time mayor with a full-time dty man- 
ager after Behrel leaves office. Others 
have said the dty should retain its 
present form of government and pos- 
sibly hire an administrative assistant 
for the mayor. 


The debate saw no clear consensus 


emerge Monday. The opinions were 
shaded by a call for a dty-wlde refer- 
endum on the matter at various times 
prior to the next mayoral election in 
April 1977 


Under Illinois law, the city council 


will have to elect one of the 16 alder- 
men to serve as mayor from the time 
Behrel resigns his post until the April 
balloting. 


The city council voted late last year 


not to make any major changes in 
the form of government. The vote saw 
the council split 8 to 8 with several 
aldermen absent on a move to call for 
a referendum asking for residents to 
approve the part-time mayor-city 
manager system.

Search of river continues 
for body of drowning victim 


P o l i c e and Forest Preserve 


Rangers continued to search the Des 
Plalncs River Monday for the body of 
a 17-year-old girl who drowned Fri- 
day. 


Tho girl, Theresa Swlatck of Chi- 


cago, was swept Into the river as she 
attempted to walk across a dam near 
Rosemont. 


The body of another youth, Jesse 


Kruk, 18, who was crossing the dam 
with her, was found late Friday. Po- 
lice also recovered the body of 14- 
year-old Ronald Egan of Park Ridge, 


who drowned near the same location 
Saturday after his canoe capsized. 


Edwin Moll, chief of the Rangers, 


told The Herald Monday that police 
were dragging the river south of 
Grand Avenue and using scuba divers 
to search for the body. 


Moll said tho coldness of the water 


might be one reason the body was not 
coming to the surface. Police called 
off the search at 8:30 p.m. Monday 
and said they would start back at the 
dam today and work downstream 
again. 


Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 board 


members Wednesday will appoint a 
principal for MacArthur Junior High 
School to replace Gerald McGovern, 
who has been named assistant super- 
intendent. 


The new principal will be offered a 


12-month contract at a salary of

Ritzenthaler is the 
only company submitting bids for the 
1975-76 school year, but its fee per stu- 
dent would jump to $58. 


Grodsky said he will meet with of- 


ficials from Ritzenthaler Wednesday 


morning to attempt to renegotiate the 
price. "If we can't settle, I may rec- 
ommend that we' rebid the trans- 
portation contract," Grodsky said.

Grodsky said many parents have re- 
quested a holiday May 26, when many 
businesses observe the federal Me- 
morial Day.

§12,000 Metron 
debt before 
finance panel

How- 
ever, business losses have prevented 
Metron from repaying any of the 
money. 


The village Is one of several credit- 


ors still waiting to collect from Met- 
ron Systems Corp., which now con- 
sists primarily of u small printing 
business. 


The money owed Includes $8,353 


rental for two village-owned buses 
and a garage used In tho commuter 
bus service and $4,000 loaned to Met- 
ron last March. 


Metron ceased operation In tho vil- 


lage last June. At the time It quit, tho 
company was losing about $4,500 a 
month on its commuter shuttle ser- 
vice.
